The prior art of record fails to disclose a method of making a medical device comprising 
using plasma polymerization to deposit a first layer with functional groups on the device surface, 
followed by bonding a superoxide dismutase mimic compound to the functional groups of the 
first layer. The UDIPI reference fails to disclose the use of plasma polymerization to generate a 
functionalized surface or base layer, while RUPP fails to suggest the bonding of an anti- 
inflammatory synthetic enzyme compound to a plasma polymerized layer with functional groups.
